Effected. 

The Rev. J Kinscy Smith, pastor 
of the Fourth-avenue Presbyterian 

ohurch, Louisville, preached on the 
"Union of the Churches From a 
Presbyterian Point or View" on 
Sunday night, Jan. 25 He called 
attention to the tendency in Amer- 
ica of churches of the same denom- 
ination to get .together. He re- 
joices in the spirit or Christian 
unity that is "in the air." I may 
pardoned if, from a Presbyterian 
pulpit, I venture to say that the 
Presbyterians will have to be con- 
Bidereu, antarM »uu i<«»r« '"«"" re 
prcgr-miiio u* (*OpM*I ue- 
inational unification can be 
carried out. 

l-KISBYTEKIAN FAITH. 

__ wou ld not be possible for the 
Presbyterian body to enter into any 
alliance or federation of churches 
1 which these five constituent prin- 
iples were not mutually accepted i 
First— The Bible as the Word of 
God. 

Second— The deity of Jesus 
Christ. 

Third — The fundamental doc- 
trines of the historic church as 
contained in the apostle's creed. 

Fourth— Christian life and expe- 
dience as a spiritual and pentecos 
tal fact as distinguished from a 
purely ethical and moral experi- 
ence. 

Fifth — A large liberty in the 
matter of the government, discipline 
and worship of the several churches 
constituting this federative organ- 
ization. 

Presbyterians, could not work in 
any sort of corporate harmony with 
any body of Christians which does 
not accept the Scriptures as the 
inspired word of God. The Bible 
is the only charter and constitution 
of our church. It stands far above 
our Westminster Confession, our 
Presbyteries. Synods and Assem- 
blies, and is for us our highest and 
final court of appeals. 

We could not and would not go 
into any sort of ecclesiastical alli- 
ance with any set of persons, how- 
ever morally well reputed, who 
would not be willing to accept as 
the primary basis of union the 
Bible, and the whole Bible, as the 
very authentic mind and purpose 
of the God of Revelation and Re- 
demption. 

Our denomination would demand 
_j one of its most essential dogmas 
the deity of Jesus Christ. Jesus 
hrist is for us as He is and has 
Jways been tc the greater part of 
the historic church— the God-Man. 

The veiy lowest minimum of 
dogma which would content the 
churches with which our own is 
inost closely co-ordinated is that 
contained in the Apostles' creed. 
To attempt to build a consolidated 
church on foundations less secure 
than this would be to build on 
jicksand. 

Again, whatever system of eccle- 
siastical reconciliation and compre- 
hension may be devised by the fu 
ture must include, if our church is 
to be counted in it, the recognition 
of a sacramental and pentecostal 
basis to Christian life and expeii- 
>nce. We could feel at home in no 
>rganization in which we did'not 
respire in a common atmosphere of 
spiiitual life. The two essential 
sacraments of baptism and the 
Lord's supper must be carried over 
the larger church, and with 
i the doctrine of the supernat-

»ucy, and Presbyterians the parity 
of the ministerial office, we shall be 
able to discuss that more composite 
modus operandi in which the united 
church shall carry out its spirit of 
discipline and work and worship. 
For the present it would be as im- 
possible to find this basis of exec- 
utive and ritualistic unity as to 
find a working basis for the polit 
ioal unity of the nations of the 
world. And the only possible way 
in which this scheme of ecclesiasti- 
cal centralization could be at all 
accomplished would be to allow 
each present denomination to adhere 
to its own methods of self exures 
sion and its own forms of devotion, 
which would leave them practically 
just where they are today. 

Insuranca Companies Rebuked. 

Mayor Duncan, of Lexington, has 
issued a public letter in which I e 
appeals to the City Council to take 
■ steps to proteot the people of 
Lexington rrom the extortionate 
rates imposed by the fire insurance 
companies doing business in that 
city. He savs that the increase ii 
• has ranged from 38 to about 
per. cent. The situation must 
be serious. 

About thirteen months ago there 
was an advance in this city of about 
26 per cent, then in June there was 
another big advance, bringing the 
rate of 13 months ago from $15.56 
on certain risks to more than $31. 
A protest reduced some risks from 
above $31 to $25.
